Olds School of Agriculture 
and Home Economics

The O.S.A. farm, operated in con: 
junction with the School of Agri- 
culture, houses considerable live- 
stock. 


This livestock is kept for several 
reasons, the main purpose being to 
provide suitable kinds and classes 
of animals for judging and class- 
room work in connection with the 
animal husbandry classes. All boys 
attending the school take classes in 
animal feeding and management, 
breeding, judging and butchering. 
The farm livestock also provide 
most of the meat used in the dormi- 
tory dining room. Milk and cream 
are supplied by the dairy herd, and 
surplus animals, suitable for breed. 
ing purposes, are sold to farmers. 
The dairy herd consists of about 
30 head of Holstein-Friesians. All 
the milking-cows are on record of 
performance tests. The cows are 
bred by artificial insemination from | 
the Provincial Artificial Breeding | 
Station, which is also located on the | 
O.S.A. farm. Last fall, the O.S.A. | 
farm sent 11 as a foundation herd 
for the new School of Agriculture at 
Fairview. 

Approximately forty Shorthorns 
make up the beef herd. Since all 
the animals are dark red in color, | 
the herd is very uniform in appear. | 
ance. The last three sires used in 
the herd have been Claude Gallin- 
ger breeding and the cow families 
represented in the herd are Hercu- 
les, Gem and Missie tribes. 

A group of feeder steers represent- 
ing the Hereford and Aberdeen 
Angus breeds are bought annually. 
After being used in the classroom, 
they are slaughtered in the butcher 
ing classes and the meat is used in 
the kitchen. 

The number of pigs varies from 
one to two hundred. Only one 
breed is kept but two distinct 
strains are being maintained at the 
present time. One is a Canadian 
strain, which has been kept at the 
O.S.A. for many years, and the other | 
is an English strain. The latter was 
established two years ago from | 
stock imported from England, 
where the breed is known as the 
Large White. Testing and crossing 
work is being carried on with the 
two strains. 

Horses are no longer used as a 
source of power on the O,S.A. farm | 
but seven horses are still kept. One | 
is a saddle pony and the other six | 
are purebred Percherons used for 
classroom work. One team is used 
as a chore team around the farm. . 

No sheep are presently kept at the 
school but some feeder lambs are | 
purchased each fall. These are used 
for instructional purposes and later 
slaughtered for meat.

INSULATION KNOWN TO 
PRIMITIVE MAN 


Insulation has been important for 
thousands of years in man’s search 
for comfort, whether he lived in 
polar regions or in equatorial 
deserts. The first insulation was 
protective clothing. Then man 
found that certain types of build- 
ing materials made his shelter far 
more comfortable, But as recently 
as 30 years ago, insulation was used 
mainly to conserve heat and fuel. 
Today, inswation makes jungle 
temperatures endurable. 

The purpose of insulation is to 
retard the passage of heat, either 
from inside or outside, or from out 
side to inside a_ building. Insula- | 
tion does this by acting as a barrier 
to slow down the rate of heat) 
travel,

WHY NOT 
THREE-LANE HIGHWAYS 


The slow motorist is one of the 
greatest hazards on Alberta high- 
ways. When the roads are crowded 
and 10 motorists out of 20 want to 
travel at a normal cruising speed 
of say 55 or 60, the 20th can spoil 
things for all the rest by poking 
along at 25, That is the perfect 
set-up for an accident, 

Enforcing a minimum speed law 
is perhaps out of the question just 
now, but it will come eventually. 

Four- lane highways overcome 
much of the hazard, but what can 
be done with roads that aren't wide 
enough for four well-marked lanes? 

A reasonable compromise  be- 
tween two and four lanes has been 
worked out in parts of Mexico, 
There are three lanes, Traffic stays 
in the outside lanes at all ordinary 
times. The middle lane is for 
passing only. It works very well. 
There is no conflict between the two 
streams of traffic. The motorist 
entering the middle lane first na- 
turally has the right of way in that 
lane, and nobody going the opposite 
direction moves into it until it is 
clear again, —Calgary Albertan

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Save The Best For Seed 

A. M. Wilson, field crops com- 
missioner, Alberta department of 
agriculture, suggests that there is 
never a better time than when the 
yzrain is being harvested to put 
away the purest and best of the crop 
for seed. On farms where tempor- 
ary bins have been constructed, the 
vrain for seed should be given stor- 
aye preference so that it will be in 
the best possible condition for next 
year’s planting. 

There should be a seed granary 
on every farm. In this way seed 
storage space is always available 
and should be used for this purpose 
only. With the increasing number of 
cleaning plants in the province, it 
is also a good idea to haul the seed 
direct from the combine and have it 
cleaned and treated before it is put 
in the bin. Mr. Wilson points out 
that much of the crop planted last 


spring is showing mixtures of vari- | 


eties, This is undoubtedly due to the 
fact that large amounts of ordinary 
grain of unknown origin were used 
| for planting as a result of the de- 
j layed harvest of last season, Ex-

ENGINEERS GO TO RACE TRACKS 
FOR HINTS ON SAFER CARS 


Engineers have gone to the race 
tracks for hints on building safer 
cars. And they seem to have made 
some worthwhile discoveries too, 

They point out that more than 60 
per cent of fatal automobile acci- 
dents occur at impact speeds of less 
than 40 miles per hour. Stunt 
drivers and racers repeatedly crash 
their cars at such speeds and very 
seldom are they seriously hurt be- 
cause they employ basic safety 
principles and equipment. 

Builders of regular passenger ve- 
hicles, these engineers believe, 
could learn much from the sort of 
cars the stunt men use.

NOTES FROM D.A. 


HUGH McPHAIL 


The following facts have been 
submitted by C. Graham Anderson 
of the Alberta Safety Council: 

September is the peak month of 
the year for farm accidents, prob- 
ably due to harvest “rush,” 

Based on past experience it can 
be conservatively predicted that 
fifteen Alberta farmers or members 
of their household will be fatally 
injured this month, Sixty others will 
require medical or hospital care due 
to accidents. Of the latter at least 
three will be incapacitated for 30 
days or more, 

A partial list of farm accidents 
in Alberta, recorded in September, 
1948, as they were reported in the 
press showed: 

High River—-Leg caught in com- 
bine, lower leg badly injured, bad 
bone abrasion; combine: mixed up 
with power take-off, lacerations and 
bruises, incapacitated for ten days; 
combine: standing on hopper, leg 
injuries, 16 stitches. 

Vulean—Grain auger: injury to 
arm and hand, amputate one fin- 
ger; swather: severe head injuries, 

Nobleford—Combine: caught in 
power takeoff, clothes torn from 
body, found unconscious, 

Cardston — Combine: caught in 
power take-off, clothing and skin 
torn off. 

Iron Springs—Combine: required 
medical aid, caught in power take- 
off. 

Grassy Lake—Tractor overturned, 
caught fire, thrown clear, burns, 

These are some of the more for: 
tunate cases as these news items 
could well have been obituary no 
tices. The cause of most combine 
accidents has been the failure to 
1 ensure that take-off shields were in

FARMERS’ UNION OF ALBERTA 
ASK FOR ACTION ON 3 POINTS
